On  Friday,  November  22,  1963,  I was  on  my  day  off.  At  ljQO  PK  I hoard 
on  tba  radio  that  the  President  had  been  shot.  I called  our  office  and  talked 
to  Pet.  ?.  L.  Baker,  end  he  told  me  to  report  tor  duty.  I arrived  at  our 
office,  Homicide  and  Robbery  Bnreay  at  2i00  W.  After  arrlrl ng  at  the  office, 
T took  an  affidavit  from  fanny  Tarda  Arce,  w/mA#,  and  .Tack  E.  Dougherty, 
w/m/LO.  Both  of  these  wen  are  employees  of  the  Texas  School  Book  Repository. 

T was  In  the  Process  of  taking  an  affidavit  from  Dougherty  when  the  uniform 
officers  brou ah t.  In  a white  male  they  said  killed  Officer  J.  F.  Tipplt.  T 
later  learned  that  the  sen  the  officers  brought  In  our  office  was  lee  Harvey 
Oswald.  Hr.  Dougherty  end  Mr.  Arce  caw  Oswald,  and  told  ms  that  he  waa  em- 
ployed at  the  same  place  they  were  employed,  the  Texas  Sohool  Book  Deposit  try. 
I<was  about  2i!(0  PM  when  I flnl  *ed  taking  affidavits  fror  Dougherty  and  Arce. 

Capt.  Fritz  told  Dot,  F.  L.  Senkel  and  myself  to  go  to  1026  North  Beckley 
and  search  the  room  of  Lae  Harvey  Oswald.  Lt.  L.  Cunningham  went  with  Det. 
Senkel  and  myself  to  this  address.  Mien  we  arrived  at  1026  North  Beckley,  we 
contacted  Mr?,  ferlen#  F cherts,  who  la  the  lmdlady,  and  a Mrs.  A.  C.  Johnson, 
This  was  at  3tf!0  'M,  Povambor  ??,  1963.  Ve  checked  the  registration  book  for 
41ex  Widell  or  I.^s  Harvev  Oswald,  but  could  find  neither  of  the  names  in  the 
book. 


The  television  wss  on,  and  they  -"hewed  a picture  of  Lee  Parvey  Oswald,  and 
Mr*.  Johnson  and  ”r*.  Robert*  recognized  the  man  as  one  of  the’ r roomers  and 
•aid  be  bad  registered  as  0.  F.  Lae.  They  then  directed  ns  to  Ms  room  which 
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la  a snail  room  ,iuat  off  the  living  rood.  We  found  that  Lee  Harvey  Oswald  had 
rented  the  mta  October  lit,  1963,  and  ueed  the  name  0,  H.  L©e. 

We  waited  until  Justice  of  the  Peace,  Pavid  L.  Johnston,  Pet.  F,  F.  Turner, 
Pet.  H.  v.  Foore,  and  Assistant  Pi  strict  Attorney,  Mil  Ala  rand  ar,  arrived  with 
the  search  warrant . T’ie  was  about  li»30  or  S»00  W when  the  above  named  sen 
arrived  at  10?6  Hortv  Heckler.  then  nroceeded  to  search  the  reran  of  Lee 
Harvey  Oswald  # C.  H.  Lea.  W#  recovered  a City  of  Palls hap  with  several 
locations  narked  on  it,  a leather  holster,  pair  of  binoculars,  numerous 
letters  addressed  to  Lee  Harvey  Oswald,  several  books  and  personal  papers 
(Pee  attached  list  for  complete  list).  We  then  brought  all  this  property  to 
Soon  317,  City  Hall. 

On  November  23,  1963,  1 reported  to  work  at  lOiOO  Ah'  and  worked  in  the 
office  answering  telephone  calls.  I worked  in  the  office  until  1?i00  midnight. 

On  Hoveafcer  79,  1963,  Pet,  K.  M.  Turner  and  myself  took  a picture  of  Lea 
Harvey  Oswald f ppp  ^IjOl”,  to  !i007  Flamingo  ctreet  In  Fesquite,  Texas,  to  the 
hone  of  Hon  aid  Fischer,  w/is/?!i,  phone  number  I®  9-0950.  Fr.  Fischer's  business 
address  is  the  Countv  Auditor's  office.  He  stated  thst  the  picture  looked  like 
the  person  he  saw  look! ns  out  of  s window  on  the  sixth  floor  of  the  Texas 
Hchool  Book  Peoository,  a few  minutes  before  the  ^resident's  motorcade  arrived 
at  Him  and  Houston,  He  wo'  ld  not  my  definitely  it  was  the  mar.  he  saw,  but  ha 
stated  it  looked  like  him. 
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On  November  23,  1963  at  2 s 1 S PM  Dot,  B.  L.  ‘enkel  and  I accompanied  a 
*ov  up,  consisting  of  #1  John  Thurman  Horn,  #2  David  Knapp,  #3  Dee  Harvey 
Oawald , Mt  ' .ml el  lujan,  from  tf«  Jail  office  to  the  show  up  roots.  I stood 
on  the  staRo  durtnp  the  show  up  and  co  Id  hoar  Bet.  Leavelle’s  voice,  who 
was  conduct' nr  t'o  "how  up,  T co-  Id  not  o e Wavelle  through  the  black 
screen.  After  the  fbovup,  Pot,  ‘’enVel  and  I took  t’e  four  alove  mentioned 
oersnns  to  t>e  lap  office  elevator,  and  va’tad  tint’  ’ they  were  safely  on 
the  elevator,  before  leaving.
